Mrs . MOORMAN advises that the photograph she 
took showing the police motorcycles preceding President 
KENNEDY'S car and also showing the Texas School-Book 
Depository Building was given by her to Secret Service 
Agents JOHN JOE HOWLETT and BILL PATTERSON shortly be- 
fore 4:00 p.m. November 22, 1963. The second photograph 
taken at the time she heard the shots showed the President 
slumping sideways in the automobile. She furnished this 
photograph to Bureau Agents. 

Mrs . MOORMAN advises that she saw no one in 
the area that appeared to have possibly been the assassin, 
and could furnish no additional information. 
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
